3. Installation 



(1) Hardware Installation 

To insert the network adapter into your PC, follow the steps bellow: 

1 . Turn off the computer and remove its cover. 

2. Insert the adapter into a PCI slot. 

3. Secure this adapter to the rear of the computer chassis and put back the computer cover. 

4. Connect the adapter to the network using twisted-pair cable. 

(2) Driver Installation

4. Trouble-shooting 

If you experience any problems with the adapter, first make sure the appropriate driver is 
loaded, the proper cable is connected to the adapter port and the hub complies with the 
adapter specification, such as 10Mbps 10Base-Tor 100Mbps 100Base-TX, then check 
the LED.
